Tlie public will hardly n'eed!* tcT ho 
told that the saviL;i^ clauaos forccil 
upon the Government hy tho Oj)po.si- 
tiou amount to virt.'.al defeat of tho 
may^uiflcent financial policy wliic.li was 
to liave porpctiintod tlio rsign of tho 
Eing. The introduction of tho Bill 
for raising a loan in tlio Euglisli loar- 
kot constitutes a tacit admission that 
tlie moaojis a»t to bo oxpp.cted.'°<ft%>m 
CanaSiir ' Indeed supporters ""of "the 
Govorument freely admit that the iu- 
aertiou of tlie saving chuise.s killed the 
Bill. But this admibsion iiivolvca 
another and in some respects a nioro 
s&rious oue, viz., that the money vvaa 
only to pass in.the nature of compea- 
sation for ' the •'relaxation" of the 
railway ohligation sought by Mr. Mc- 
kenzie. If tlie insertion of a clause 
saving the Terras of Union kills the 
Bill tliero is no resisting the couclu- 
sion that the measure was origiuiilly 
calculated to kill the Terms of lJuiou. 
It will thus bo seen that the Loyal Op- 
position did not miscalculate or c.v- 
a.jrj;ji'atatlr3 danger. It is also seen 
what can be accomplished by a lyere 
handful of earnest patriotic men with 
truth and justice on their side — 
how they have virtually defeated a 
Goverument backed up by nearly 
three-fourths of the whole House. Tlie 
defcai is m reality as conijjlete as if 
the Bill had received a six months' 
boiiit; and yet the defeated Ministry 
still cling to ofiSne.

EniTon Colonist. — "Will you be kind 
enough to give this i\ place in your 
valuable paper? I liiivo Rcen reports 
in the papers about Indian troubles, 
and have ascertaiiiod tiiat thej' are not 
without foundation. Tho Indians are 
liuviuy gatherings all around, a tiling 
that rarely takes place iu tho winter, 
and I have heard that at a gatherinfjf 
that rook place at Boston Bar, a few 
days since, they are only divided as to 
Ibu time wlieu they aio to start iu and 
inassncre all the whites. Tboae under 
the Priests want to start at once, and 
those under the Rgv. Mr. J. 13. Good 
want to delay until thospring, the bet- 
ter to liidn tlietuselves and the plunder 
in tlio uiouiitains. Tliey ma}' start at 
any time. There is a great feeling of 
insecurity among the 8ettlers"wbo' live 
so fur apart tbat it is impossible for 
tboiu to assist each other. We do not 
\know when to leave, and we raiiy bo 
awakened by the yulls of tho saviigos 
•\\\d onr house burning over our heads, 
and the Iiuiians staudinfl; ready to 
;.'lii>uL us down by ihe'light Of OUr OWU 
burning- property. I do not know 
what their grievances really are. They 
say the whites have got their land, wa- 
ter, etc. ; but I think th.eir desire for 
[)lundor is the jjjroatost cause. "Wo 
also think that whou the Indian Agent, 
Dr. Powell, got so near the place 
\vhere the tempest was brewing, he 
might have got along the balance of 
^Ihe way as well as the mail agent. His 
presance among them (the Indiana) 
might have had a good effect. He should 
not delay one day longer or it may 
cause the death of hundreds of men, 
women and children. There are a 
good many who have families like my- 
self, and we think as the Government 
is all the time making so rauoh ado 
about wanting Bottlor.s, they should 
show the people that they are willing 
to protect them when they get them .

"Watsonville. Fob. 22.— A terrible 
tragedy was enacted here laisfc night, 
M. J. Gilkcy and Dr. C. lE. Cleveland 
being tho actors. Thei*e has been groat 
ill-feeling between the parties, a dead- 
ly feud having existed for some time, 
and cuhniuutinglast night iu tho death 
of both of them. It appears from tho 
testimony of Alfred Dovoe, who was 
an eye-witnesB to' the Whole nflrtiir,that 
aliQut n o'cloe],- lusr night be met Dr. 
Cleveland. They both went into a 
saloon, drunk aud went out, when Gil- 
key appeared on the scene. Tho Doc- 
tor Baid: "Tliero's the sou of a b 

now." Gilkey used the same language, 
and said, "i am prtJparedforyounow.' 
Then both drew their pistols, which 
could be seen glistening in the star- 
light. Both men hred at the same 
moment. After the lirst shot and be- 
fore Cleveland fell, he fired again nt 
his antagonist Gilkey, as he was ap- 
parently turning; tho Doctor then fell 
on his face dead. Gilkey went back as 
far as a tree ou the corner of the side- 
walk, steadied himself a moment or so, 
and tbeu fell dead. Neither- of them 
spoke after the first shot. The comba- 
laats must have been within two feet 
of each other when they fired. Tlio 
lifeless bodies were picked up and ta- 
ken away. The affair has created con- 
siderable excitoment in town. Both 
parties have lived here several yeais. 
Cleveland was a physician of good 
Htandiug, and had an extensive prac- 
tice. Gilkey was a millwright, and 
when under tho inlluoiieo of liquor 
was very abusive, and a duiigerous man 
to cross or have anything to do with.

New York, Feb. 21. — Henry "Ward 
Beeclier had a large ciongrogatiou last 
night, Ho said tliat history would 
not show a parallel to the ell'ort now 
making in tlie West to sujjpress dram 
drinking, which ho characterizetl as a 
scourge of tho household.

The towim- 
pi'oplo thought otherwise, (Ui the gr(nind 
tiuit public morals are not improved by 
Chinese society, aud joined the miners in 
lueventing tho new comers Idling their 
jilaces. The company, anticipating a 
diiUculty, obtained a posse of police to 
escort one hundred and fifty Chinomen 
into the eami) provided for them, while 
tho rioters, (l(;terinim>d to ve.si.-it at any 
cost, sent (lut scouts to notify by what 
road th(;y were coming. .-Vs so(H1 as tins 
vi'as discovered several hniulred diggers, 
assisted by their wives nnd children, 
throw up barrfcadi'S. ond c<dlected defen- 
sive ammunition iu the .shape of stones, 
bottl(\s, clubs and uiiideg fools, under 
the iuuucili.ite supervision of the; Ma.vor. 
On (Mune the cavalcade of eoaelu-s, laden 
with the guu-ilians of (he |ieaeii ami their 
charges, until they wrri- within hittinj; 
distance, and then, after a brief parley, 
they became the targets of the miners. 
Then came such a shower of nii-<siles 
that John ('hiinuiian eonsid(;red tliat 11s 
ho was ])aid oidy for digging tliosi; paid 
for fighting should do so cm tlnnr own 
IuxjIc. Their retreat was followed l)y 
that of tho police, with several woiiiideil, 
the officer in command being badly in- 
jured.
